1. BEGIN LIMITED OEEICIAL USE VIENNA MEETING. PRAVDA REPORTS GROMYKO 
ON ARRIVAL IN MOSCOW CHARACTERIZED MEETING AS CONSTRUCTIVE AND 
USEEUL. IN A PUBLIC LECTURE MAY 21 A NOVOSTI POLITICAL 

OBSERVER SAID THAT MEETING HAD LED TO AGREEMENT ON 
"MANY ASPECTS" OE THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM, AND THAT 
"GENEVA WILL BRING U.S. AND SOVIET POINTS OF VIEW EVEN 
CLOSER." END LIMITED OEEICIAL USE. 

2. BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED BILATERAL. IZVESTIYA EXPERT ON THE U.S. V. OSIP 
OV 

WRITES IN THAT PAPER AT LENGTH ON EEEECTS OF RECENT WORLD 
EVENTS ON AMERICAN PERCEPTION OP DETENTE, POSING AS 
STARTING POINT FOR DISCUSSION U.S. QUESTION "WHERE WAS 
DETENTE WHEN DANANG PELL?" SAYS PRESENT CAMPAIGN TO 
CONTUSE U.S. PUBLIC ON DETENTE BY USING SUCH QUESTIONS 
IS MOST EXTENSIVE IN RECENT TIMES. QUOTES NYT THAT 
U.S. CANNOT TURN WHEEL OP HISTORY BACK, AND WASHINGTON 
POST THAT RECENT SETBACKS NO CAUSE POR DESPONDENCY ON 
GENERAL COURSE OP U.S. DIPLOMACY. OPPONENTS OP DETENTE 
(LENGTHY LIST OF NAMES INCLUDES SCHLESINGER) REFUSE TO 
UNDERSTAND, OSIPOV WRITES, THAT DETENTE IS NO 
GUARANTEE THAT REGIMES LIKE LON NOL OR THIEU WILL SURVIVE

BETWEEN THE TWO UNDER PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES. OTHER 
COVERAGE ON U.S. INCLUDES PRAVDA REPORT ON CHARGES OP 
BRIBERY AGAINST U.S. PIRMS IN OVERSEAS DEALINGS AND 
PROMINENT REPORT ON PAILURE OF TITAN 3C TO ACHIEVE 
ORBIT. RED STAR CARRIES A PHOTO OF U.S. AND SOVIET

3. MIDDLE EAST. TASS ACCOUNT OF PRESIDENT PORD'S 
INTERVIEW WITH THE NEW YORK DAILY NEWS (PRAVDA) REPORTS 
THAT HE DID NOT EXCLUDE THE POSSIBLITY OF RENEWING 
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"SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY," WHICH TASS DEPINES AS CALLING 
FOR ACCEPTANCE OF PARTIAL MEASURES SEPARATE PROM A 
SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM AS A WHOLE. TASS ADDS THAT

NATO DESINGS ON THE ISLAND AND THE ALLIANCE'S COMPLICITY 
IN THE JULY 1974 COUP. HOWEVER, KORYAVIN SINGLES OUT 

THE U.S. FOR UNCHARACTERISTIC ATTENTION BY ALLEGING 
THAT DEAN ACHESON HAD A PLAN, WHICH KORYAVIN CLAIMS IS 
STILL IN EXISTENCE, TO PARTITION THE ISLAND FOR THE 
SAKE OF NATO'S STABILITY. 

5. VIETNAM. PRAVDA AND OTHER MORNING PAPERS FRONT- 
PAGE A MESSAGE OF GREETINGS FROM BREZHNEV TO THE 
SOVIET-DRV FRIENDSHIP SOCITY ON ITS 25TH ANNIVERSARY. 

THE MESSAGE STRESSES THE HISTORICAL BONDS BETWEEN THE 
TWO PEOPLES, SAYING THAT THEY HAVE STOOD TOGETHER FOR 
THIRTY YEARS "AGAINST THE COMMON ENEMY." THE PAPERS 
ALSO CARRY THE SUPREME SOVIETS' AWARDING OF THE ORDER 
OF PEOPLE'S FRIENDSHIP TO THE FRIENDSHIP SOCIETY. 

6. MAYAGUEZ. TWO DAYS AFTER REPORTING IT IN ENGLISH 
TASS, THE SOVIET LABOR UNION NEWSPAPER TRUD FINALLY 
CARRIES THE TEXT OF THE HARSH WFTU STATEMENT AGAINST THE 
U.S. MAYAGUEZ OPERATION. THE MESSAGE HAS NOT BEEN CARRIED 
ELSEWHERE, AND ITS PUBLICATION IN TRUD REPRESENTS THE
